Their cases were continued to- 


day to June 5. 


Miss Minter today avowed that 


her affair with Griffiths "was not 
puppy love," and that although she 
kne\y he was married she would 
continue to stick by him, as she 
had done, "If they will let me." 
The attractive blonde, who has 


been working as a hosiery peddler 
while her companion contributed 
to their maintenance by working 
as a clothes presser and hosiery 
salesman, told of her 
infatuation 


with Griffiths from the time she 
knew him as a swimming Instruct- 
or in Austin. 


Knew He Was Married. 
He married in December, 1928, 
she said, but told her the marriage 
was unhappy. Then, when he talk- 
ed of leaving Austin, she told him 
of her love and threatened to take 
her own life if he did not take her 
with him. 


Griffiths said he would return to 
Texas to face charges. 
The girl 


said she would not go back "unless 
I have to." adding, however, that 
"since he is going, I'm going, too." 


About a week before they left 


Austin, Griffiths said, Miss Minter 
took her automobile and started 
for Lovers' Leap on the Bull creek 
road, Intending to commit, suicide. 
He said he drove around another 
way, met her and dissuaded her. 


Griffiths and Miss Minter 
left 


Austin the morning of January 28 
in her automobile, they told au- 
thorities. 
Griffiths said she was 


going to take him to Dallas. They 
drove to Waco, where, he said, "on 
account of her nervous condition, 
I agreed to take her with me." 


Moved Frequently. 
They went by train to St. Louis 


and from there to Chicago, Detroit 
and Boston, changing their resi- 
dence when their pictures appear- 
ed in newspapers.

lieve they have lived in New Bed- 
ford for the last two months. 
At Dallas the girl gave Griffiths 


all her money, he said. At Detroit 
he pawned her diamond and plati- 
num ring, which she had

him, receiving $130. 


In Boston he met a man from 


Texas and decided to leave there. 
They came to New Bedford. 


At St. Louis they registered 
as 
Mr. and Mrs. Griffiths, but In De- 
troit they adopted the name Win, 
ters after the hotel clerk misread 
the signature "Mr. and Mrs. Min- 
ters." 


Griffiths today pleaded not guil- 


ty when arraigned on the statutory 
charge and his case was continued 
to June 5. Miss Minter, arraigned 
in juvenile court as a delinquent, 
received a continuance to the same 
day.

A. Negro to the Rescue. 


All sorts of dire adventures had 
befallen the outspoken Prophet 
Jeremiah. He had been ostracised 
and cast out; pilloried In stocks 
and thrown into prison .and sen- 
tenced to death.. No downy time 
does the real prophet have. 
At 
length stung by his rebukes and 
by his unpopular preachments, the 
princes besought the king to do 
do away with Jeremiah. And the 
weak-willed king assented.* (That 
slack-backed king, by the way, 
was later carried In chains to 
Babylon, his eyes having been put 
out.) 
So Jeremiah was thrust 
Into a filthy unlighted, unventl- 
lated, waterless dungeon, below the 
lower tier of. prison cells; such a 
hole of horror as may be found 
only in the Orient. i The victim 
was like to perish from, suffoca- 
tion before death from hunger 
could release him.

HE Daily Sun has just completed 
a very interesting and surprising 


survey of the entire city of Corsicana 
and its Suburbs, which is the first 
complete survey ever made of the city.
